Bill would allow districts to elect commissioners

BOISE - County commissioners could be 
elected from individual districts under a bijl 
approved Thursday by the' Idaho House. 

Currently, commissioners arc nominated to . 
represent one of three zones in a county but 
arc elected by the voters of the entire county. 

But HB9. sponsored by House Minority 
Lcuder Jim StoichcfT, would allow counties 
to adopt a system of district-only electrons. It 
would also allow people to adopt district- 
only elections by initiative or referendum. 

StoichcfT argued that now. a commissioner 
who nominally represents one zone can 
actually lose that zone in the election but win 
•.anyway by getting enough votes from the 
’other zones. 

The Satidpoint Democrat sponsored a 
similar bill lust year that would have required 
district-only elections.

Wnste wnter'containing trace 
amounts of iodine and other 
radioactive materials was dumped

In January the facility installed 
a waste water treatment system that, 
prevents Ihc discharge of radioactive 
materials into the percolation ponds 
that replace the well. 

Several radiouctivc and chemical 
contaminants have been identified iti - 
the aquifer below the INEL.

HAILEY — A dispute between 
. Hailey city officials and a rural 
properly owners’ association over fire 
hydrants may end up in court.

1983 agreement between the city and 
the association regarding placement of 
a storage lank and water line in the 
canyon; which is located in 
unincorporated Blaine County to the 
northeast of Hai ley . 

At. Monday's meeting. Nick 
Latham, who was president of the 
homeowners’ group in 1983. said the 
city agreed to install six fire hydrants 
within the Indian Creek Ranch 
subdivision at points along the water 
delivery system.

‘ tlie association and the city at tliut time 
docs not specifically say that the city 
would install (hat n limber of hydrants 
on the line. 

“ Hailey City-Administrator Darylci 
Janies, who was the city’s water und 
sewer superintendent a decade ago. 
said Monday that the two parties 
agreed verbally. aftlie“limc, that tlic_ 
city would install "up to six hydrants.'"
